4e 
hitherto [have xot publifved, becanfe the Opportunity of snlneating 
the fame unte the publick., Yas not till now feafenakle a 
But now the hopes of oxr publich fettlement ; lave invited mit to put 
| shems forth ,. that the frait of thefe hopes may be ad? anced 
| teWards all that Wilh well to the Publick. The Propefizions rhesy- 
| felves I foall not undertake Lo COmmeéena untothee - becaule I am 
| confident, that they will commend themfelves abundarth by rhe 
Matter which they; contain; and the End , for Which thes 
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are fered unto thee. The Matter thereof concerns Husbandry, 
which ts the moft harmlefs, the moft wece ary, and the fafeft, & of al 
others the moft profitable Induftry nnto Humane Soctety ; wheres 
the Providence, the Power, the Wildom and the Goodnefs of God, 
appeares unto man more eminently then in any other way of Induftry 
Wwhatfeever. The End of thefe Propofitions, zs to make thee that Will 
concur to bring to paffe the Effect of thems; Rich ina lawful way, ANG 
in a courfe more certain then any that other Wife can be undertaken: O- 
thers, if they know any Advantage whereby toinrich themfelves, they 
envioss|ly detain it from the knowledge of others ; bat the ExceHency of 
thefe Propofals, z, that they {eek to tespart to al, even to the whele 
Nation, rhe Meanes of all Plenty axa Riches : aud they offer aconrfe 
which may improve by Experimental Induftsioufnels , feme rare 
bnown Advantages of Husbatidty wate an infinit increale ( whereof 
the poffibility is in mature ) beyond that which at prefent w-attaimable 
ia the ordinary way. For the Auchourpre/umes not to have exbauft- 
ed all that may be found out inwatures Bat by that which God buth 
imparted unto him beyond others, he perceives that a greater perfection 
of knowledge may be gained ; if only the Obfervations which be hath 
made, be followed, fo far as they wll lead thefe that are Ingenious-axd 
Induftrtous , by making #/e thereofina Way , Wherein he 1 willing to 
direth thems, that his Talent may not be buried , as that of the unprofi- 
cable Servanit’s was, 
As for the Adventure, it is mot great 5 the Profit (sfany be fure ss 
this world) is the Carelt, and therefore the Security ought nor in reafon 
fo much to be food upon as in-ether Adventures, where the Profit of 
particular men , ts neither fo Certain, nor fo Great ; nor any kneWwr 
Advantage brought thereby wnto the Publick, which 1s here the Maine 
of the whole Defign, that thi State may recever it felf and flevrifh;and 
the burdens which lie upen every one, may be the eafier borwby all, £ 
foal not add by way of Prefice M4 thing more; only J foal befeech the 
Lord to diret shee in this, and all other things, to fulfih the good plea~

conveniencies of our Exghifh-Husbandry, in Plowing and i

ar © Have ever obferved, that the by-ftander may learn more 
knowledge from Afi/takes then Right affiens. For the one 
being perfect, and-confequentl; profperous, for the mof 
ee Part isthe caufe of rejoycing; and rather leads men to 
Be. make ufe of the benefit; then'to enquire how it tame. And 
moft things that are: brought to any good perfeGtion,, are not 
without their concealed myfteries ; ‘which cannot. be attained 
without the confent and information of thofe that are the Mafters 
oftheir Trade inthat way; which is‘not alwayes eafie to be had. 
And moft men delight more inthe enjoying what they have, thee 
induftrionfly to feek for what they have not, (yet Jadufiry feldom 
or never fails to give a plentiful Reward to thofe that loveand fol- 
low him.) whereas on the contrary, every ingenious Man finding 
a bufinefs (as he thinks ) evil mannaged , ftraight begins to confi 


der of, and'to contrivea Remedy, many times out of an emulation 
of glory, or defire of profit to himfelf;' but more worthy out of 4 
faichful love to his Nerchbour,, or Native Countrey. And inthfs 
Forge have very many of our Notable Inventions been framed inalf 
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Ages: And chofe that have not had cheir beginnings trom hence, 


have had Neceffiry for their Parent, according to that of the 
Poet.

°T is onely need, 
Gives life and {cope te every humane feed, 


And thisis the Fosmtaix from whence have iffued all thofe moft 
Excelent Inventions , thatthe world or worldly men can boaft of 
from the beginning of time. And this is undeniab! according to 
natural reafon; but we mult not forall that forget to give God 
his due praife for giving fuch giftsto men s knowing and alwayes 
confeflings: that every goed and perfelt gift cometh from above. And 
let no man wonderte fee athing of chis nature difcovered and 
prefented in fuch diftratted times asthefe ; for when there is moft 
need Jnventien is ripelt. 

The common or-general courfe of our Engl Husbandry in 
ploughing for Corn, isto tear up a furrow of at leaft 6. inches 
broad; but for one fo narrow, there are thoufands of erght, ten, 
octwelve inches, forthe firlt cannot be done inany. ground, but 
fach as is very mellow and in good tillage, and that at one ofthe 
la{t ploughingstoo ; as having alwayes been ploughed at leaft 
once before: otherwile one of thefe ucenveniencies mult needs 
follow ;. either the work muft be very thallow, or elfe very une- 
ven. Now the ground thus prepared they fowe, and it feldom or 
mever failes ,. butthat abet the greatelt part of the feed falls into 


ames the furrowes, or hollow]becween the ridges; and hardly any one 


Corn lights (at leaftic lies nor) on allthat.8.. ro, and very oft 12. 
inches, betweenthe furrowes, For hence it neceflarilyfollowes, 
that in the furrowes wherethe Corn-firlt lights, or into which it 
is after harrowed, the feed.mult needs be too thick abundantly ; 
and therefore can never profper well ,.as being one choaked up by 
the other: Andinche meantime, that other great’ void {pace of 
ground betweentwo furrowes, ylelds no Corn for profit :. but 
much weed to choakup ehat Corn, that was ina way of thriving; 
for certainly if the ground be any thing good, it will be bringing 

forth fomething, and ifnot Corn, Weeds. 
3. The forefaid Azistake (as Lat lalt apprehended it ) of our 
Englifo- 
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Englifo-Ansbanary, firtt lead me tomend that in my own , which I 
did diflike in other mens ; which Errer, as I did difcover in Seed« 
time (as 1s before fet down) fo alfo the fame appeared at harveft : 
for the fheafs being taken away, I ever found the ftubble (to con- 
firm my firft opinion) {tand in rowes or feames ; and 10-20-30-or 
40-diltiné roots(yea many more fometimes) growing all of a heap 
together ; and happily a foot of ground of either fide that bear 
nothing bat weeds : and inthis manner more or lefle, he that ob- 
ferves fhali find whole fields, Jet him travel into what part of this 
Nation he pleafe. 

The finding or obferving of that grofle 4s/preportion did eafily f2- 
tisfie an old denbe or gueffion that I had often fcann’d by my felf,8& 
difcourit oft with all good Husbands I could meet with, oz, How 
the common increafe.of Corn in England could be fo fmall, yet che 
foile generally efeemed moft fertile ; for the.ordinary increafe 
being 4.5. or6.for one ; and if more, ’tis counted a rich Croppes 
whereas you fhall hardly take up anear of Barly in an Acre, that 
hath leflethen' 10. or. 12. but generally above 20. Corns in one 
eare ? 

To clear this point,.I have ufed toargue thus: Suppofe I fowe 
4oco Corns, I aske the beft experienced Hwshand-man, how ma- 
ny of thofe his judgement and experience leads him to believe are 
loft, chat is, buried, or chat never come up, orthat are devoured or 
deltroyed by the Fowles of the Aire, or creeping things? To this, 
I never met that man that would allow 2000 to be fo loft » no 
hardly 1900, 

T-aske again, of thofe that-do comeup, do they fpread or 
branch out feveralears from one root generally or no? The ane 
{weris, yes, queltionlefs they de. .To what proportion2. The an- 
{weris,at lealt co cwo,one with another through the.whole Crops 
TP have met many that believe or.affiem more, few or-none that ale 
low leffe: 

Tenquire again, How comesit thento pafle, that the increafe 
is fofmallas is before faid > for Iam fure of this, that throughthe 
whole Crop ( if anything likely ) one eare with another will af 
ford at leaft 16. and if we fhould allow ( which yet no manwill.) 
that the one half of the feed were loft ; yet that loffe being fully 
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yepati’d by the branching, a tian would wonder-to find the 
increafe not come to.above 2co0a0. for 4000 fowed.; whereas in 
all reafon he ‘cannot expect léfle then Goo80, and not without

sood and. probable reafon ‘he might hopeto receive tor nis 4000, 
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Corns are at firft loft, whieh is very probable: or that they branch 


nor, nor come to che fuppofed perfection; each devouring other; 
andthe weeds preying toon all ;-which ismoltlikely ;.and to me 
certain caufe of the aforefaid {mall return. 
This is ernie of all forts of ground,as well of Ley or NeWw-broken 
sound as of Old tifage: but in chis difcourfey I will call chis the 
miftake , or defect in Trllage- land, (not thatthe erroris:at all ae 
mended in New-broken-Land, bue is racher-made much: Wer/e') 
but for chat | amtocomplain of an another grand errer pecu liar 
to New Lana, vics New-breken Sround che firlt year is flifte ; and 
to (ule the Husband-mans phrafe) rifes trecch : -from whence we 
have taken wp-an evil fafhion co fowe Oares the firft year, pre- 
tending (not without caufe, as they order the matter, ) that noe 
ther grain can bé fown'for want of mould co cover it, which they 
affirm ; and that traly enough their HarreWes will rae on fuch a 
clunge Tarf: and even for Oats, they are fain to let it lie inthe 
froft after it is ploughed, many dayes or rather weekstorot, or 
make it a litrlemoulder, and hardly enough to cover Oates; when 
allis.done. | | 

Thus, s the firft (and beyond peradventure, if rightly ufed, the 
beft ) Cropin a mannerfpotled: for a Crop of Oates fo lowed 
can never come to any great matter, or 1f indo, what would 
Wheat have yielded , if char had fit taken pofleflion? (Were: that 
ehis ts meantin quantity, netin quality: for sf Wheat foowld be fowed, 
the firft year wrthont great care and skill ; the better ground thelean- 
er the grain: he therefore that will [owe Wheat the fi year , mule

bé mafer of hiseArt:) and Oats of all Gratin is the moft unfit ro 
fowe inany good srounc; but ro fowe them the firlt year in New- 
breken ground, is co {poile allthe Crops that follow - for Oates 
never fail to hake, nor to come up again amongit the next Crop ; 
and fo in the next and the next, cc. more or lefle,co the blemifh- 
ans 


ing ofall, burevento the ipoiling of very.many Crops.And where 
thefe wild Oats once get ahead,” is very difficulc, 1£ nor impofit- 
ble, co cleaethat-ground again while tt concinues fila. 

There is yet anothervery great Jnconventency , wich is much 
tothe hurt of che Weul- Publick, viz. By coe ‘meanes aforefaid it 
comes to pafle (neither can it be otherwife in this, till fome Reme- 
dy be found for the former,) that to produce luffictent Corn for 
che fatténance of this Nation, {ach vat quanticies of ground are al- 
lowed for Cora and Follow-Fields., that there is hardly Paffure e- 
nough or Hay-grownd forthe {tock we have already. And much 
preater now is the want of Wood, and much greater 15 like to be e- 
very day, if fome timely courfe be not taken, which (asI fee) no 
man doth chae goes about co plant, fo if any do or fhalldo (as 
things now ftand ) he mutt rob Peter to pay Pavé, (as the Pro- 
verb is ) he muft cake the Land he plants with Wood , from that 
which now hes for Pa/fwre ; and thaccanill be fpared, and is with- 
all fodear, chat that is indeed one chiefreafon, that difcourages 
many that would otherwife be planting, k fleormore; which Art 
and Abb ts one ef the moft Commendable endeavours an Englifh-man 
can tare bis bandto. Aad the little ftore of A@eadew and Pafture 
in many parts of this Nasion makes the ftock little, and the Previ- 
fions of all forts dear. . 

And for my part , Iconclude, that thefe 3. Core, Cartel, and 
wWood.’are the very fresgevand fnews of thisLand ( next under 
Gods bleffisg) and Itake him to beche belt Cowsmson-wealshs- max, 
thac cakes care for the profperity and increafe of thefe. 

If we take notice alfo of che vaft quantities of all forts of Grain, 
that of force are and muft be referved out of every years increafe, 
for the nexc years feed; we fhall find the whole Ifland could but 
ili fpare fo much, in a dear year efpecially. 

From all thefe Confiderations, my loveto this my Natsve- Cona- 
trey, anda defire to fee it profper, I have been, and (Itruft) not 
without Gods moft gracious alfiftance and appointment, put for- 
ward to feek, and have now obtained che certain ksowledge of 
fiich excellent Remsedies, as (if accepted) fhall (1 hope )notably re- 
dound tothe glory of God , and to the honour and happinefs of 
this Cemmon-wealth in general, andnotalittletothat Afan, or 
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Chole men or focsetses of men which fhall firft encourage and enable 
me to fet the work going. 

And if God have made me (inftramentally) Awsshenrofa Pube 
lick Good, I hope no man will envy that.I fhall reap fome fruits of 
my own labours. And who can tell, whether God (if we reje@ 
not his goodnefs) have referved this /pecial fecres till this feafonaq 
ble time, when it may well helpto make up thofe preat breaches 
which the late ‘sshappy warre hath made inthe whole Nation in 
general ; and invery many thonfands of particular eftates 2 

Contraries (they fay) are ewred by their Contraries; and fo mukt 

the Rewsedses be contrary to the D:/eafes, or Errors before FACALIO= 
ned. 
_ ‘affirm then, that (Godaffifting, and giving his bleffing to my 
weak endeavours) I am able-to preferibe a way very certain, how 
with leffethen double the charge, viz. Ifto plough , fowe , and 
harrow an Acre the common Way, will coft 6s. it fhallbedone 
by my way for 10s. andfo, according toa greater or leffer pro. 
portion, ‘to ploughand fowet. Acre, or 10.0r 100, or 1000. (for 
chat is all one, if J have the materials ) and that witha lefenum- 
ber of Cattel ; for I will defire but 4. Horfesto. one Plough, for 
any ground whatfoever ; and to many forts of ground leffe will 
ferve, and no more men but two; infome cafesbut one. I will al- 
fo make as good difpatch, waz. an Acre each day at the feaft with 
one Teeme , whichis as much as any manin England can-well do 
in the commen way. 

Note, thengh it be here called fowing , as being wo5t generally uns 
derfroad under that expreffion s yet the true meaning 48 to plant or fet 
the Corn at due depth and diftaxce: fer which perpele Ihave alfo tim 
vented mot apt and eafie Wayes or Infiruments: and allo more ready 
wayes to procure and ule Manure or compoff te an advantace much 
beyond any thing yet known er ufed. 

Thus much forthe Labour,the Chargein keeping Servants.and 
Gattel,and for the gusckne/s of the difpateh. 

Now forthe Afatrer , that is , the Good that fhall be obtained 
more ‘by my Way, Thus much I dare modeftly promife by Gods 
permffion , that each Buthel fowed my way in good ground , will 
yield 96 Bufhels; orthateach Acre Shall be better then the 3. 
nexe 
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next of Fil Ke ‘ground, if fowed t the common W. ay, and with rhe 
fame grain; yet my feed th all benno more, nay feldome hatte %6 


much, And this I can clearly make géod : for pe aIPES, VIZ. 
, Fier ent ae 
Wheat, Rie, Barly , and all forts of Peafe; but for Oates chi gh 
: , 
I can do the fame with them ; hae Ifhall feldom Se any ; OF “if 


ae 
I do, it fhall be the faft crop , before that land be again Jaid down 
Eo or fer grafle. 

The Private Bewefits arifing from bence, will prove to be thefe. 

Firft, whereas three Acres of good ground poffibly ftood in 
30.8. per annum, that is, 10.5, 8 - annum for ev ery one ; now one 
of the fame three Acres only, being fowed, fhal! yeeld as much 
ormore Corne, then the whole three did before, and your rent 
be but ro.s. fo as there is 20.5, cleerly faved in the rent. 

“Secondly, if were to hirethe ploughing ( whichis ina man- 
mer all one as tokeepateeme, and in fome cafes cheaper ) one 
Acre for all che #i/ths , would perhaps coft 13,5. 4.d. and confe- 
quently three will coft 40.s,but one Acre ploughed and fowed my 
Way ¢ beset having all thefame tithe ; shall coft but 20, s.fo as 
there is again 20.5. cleerly faved in the Tillag ¢ ; befides that the 
di ifpateh of this one is much fooner done, nd fomething alfo will 
be faved inthe fencing of one in ftead of Fthree ; ;or it may be with 
the former charge much better fenced ; then which there is no- 
thing im Hrsbandry more neceflary, | 

Thirdly fuppofe Barly at 2.s.6.d. the bufhel, wh'ch is the moft 
ufuall rate one year withthe other; the three acres according to 
the common way will take about 11. bufhels ; I {peak all this while 
of acres according to the Statute, which willcokt 27s. 6d, but 
the one acre fall take at the molt bute three buthels, which 
willcoft but7.s, 6.d. fo as here againisclearly faved 20. s. in the 
feed. Now put thefe three Advantages together, and you fhall 
finde there is gained or faved , full 60, s. q@gb@@@@l, befides thefe 
Conveniences. 

Firft,three dayes worke done in one. 

Séeonili y; the Corne rot only as much or more then formerly ; 
But that in ‘cleanneffe and goodnefie at leaft 6. d. in each buthe! 
better inthe market. 

Thirdly, to himthat keeps his ownteeme, one teeme fhall 
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produce , if you fowe-the fame number of acres you did before, 
3.0r 4. times asmuch Corn; orif butevery third acre, fewer fer- 
vants and fewer cattel will ferve. 

Fourthly , your timeis not fo whollytaken up, but you, and 
yours are more at Liberty; {ince now you are inabled to reduce 
three dayes work into one, 

Laftly , if the Sete or ALaxure , you were able to procure, 
would ferveto-keep your three acres in good heart or {trength 
before ; now it mult needs be kept up alwayesin a very great de- 
sree of fertility, as being able to-lay as much foile upon one acre 
now, as you were able to afford to three before: and moreover 
your Paffure fo much increafed, allowes your Stock to be greater 
and then you may, if you wili,breed foile proportionable. ! 

‘Let thefe of many others fuffice at prefent to be fpoken for the 
Private: And forthe Publick thefe. 

Firlt , it will be inthe choice of the Parliament , either to.con= 
tinue the fame proportion of Land now ploughed, and fo not only 
make all forts of Corne exceeding cheap at home ; but have it alfo 
become a moft rich and ftaple Commodity te be tranfported into 
other parts. Andthus may the tyde be turn’d, and this Nation 
fetch inthe Commedities of other Countries for the fuperabun- 
dance of ourewn; whereas we are now, efpecially ina dear year, 
forced to fend out our belt Commodity, as Cloth, week; Tin, Lead, 
&c. to other Nations, for tke fupply of bread; which befidesthe 
difbononr, 1S difadvantage enough, 

Or by fowing but one acre for every 3. now fowed. yet ftill ha- 
ving as much, or more and better corn;there will be 2. third parts 
of the Ti/age- ground now in ule in England to be laid co beaft.or 
fheep- paflure + or for the planting of Woods Which us a thing of that 


; 
vrgent nee fix in this CommonWealth, that we fhallin many paris 
thereof, be fhortlyin danger to fuffer exceedingly, for want of Timber 
fer buiiaing axa Husbandry ; and for firewoud,where coales ws Wanting, 
Befides the not tobe valued want of Timber fer Ships and Boates ,ex- 
cept fome fpeciak and Jpcedy cave and cour[e be taken ,, as wel to pre- 
ferve tha: which remaines from [uch wilfull Wafte we dayly fee, as fer 
the plavting more in all parts. Thus fhall there be anincredible ad- 

“che pl and cheapnefle of all forts of fcod and raiment 
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at home. And either of thefe wayes will juftly occafion th® 
ferting of fo many perfons to work, chat there will rather want 
handsto dothe neceflary work, chen work for willing hands; a 
ching of no light concernment , and which nor a little conduces 
to che peace and profperity of any nationor people. And this may 
well ftand for the fecond. Andthen 

Thirdly , whereas the feed of neceffity , now deducted yearly 
out of every years croppe , to fowe againit the neat year, cannot 
be, by any good rule, adjudged leffe then 1 800000. quarters 
of allfores , if che courfe before propounded were generally fol- 
lowed, viz. to fowe but every third acre 600000. quarters would 
plentifully ferve ; thus would be faved every year out of the next 
years feed 1200000. quarters, enough p/entifuly co fultain above 
§00000, fouls, the year about. It will noc be amiffe cto confider 
this well, and layicto heart, comparing this comfort with che 
fcarcity im other yeers. And we may add to this, as before, that 
when the feck of Catrell is fo abundantly increafed , and the 
swmbere of the Acres of ground fowed drawne fo much lefle, it 
muit needs follow; that unleffe men wil! be apparantly negligent, 
grownds can never fail or be barren for want of A4anure. And 
doube sot in all chis ; but that experience fhall prove, that I have 
Spoken rather with the leaft. 

Now for the Adasner ; It may be demanded, how this work 
may be done? 

In this { muft intreat the Reader’s pardon, though I conceal or 
keep that co my felfcill my Countrey-men of England thall pleafe 
to ownthe prefent,which I meanto make of this Jsvention whene 
foever I fhall find encouragement fo to do. But this I will fay,

Fift,at thistime, orinthefetimes, God hath bin pleafed to 
endow me with the Knowledge of this Secrep and ExceHent Ine 
vention ; and therefore Iintend, God willing , nor to hide this 
Talent in amapkin; bucro put ic forthif accepted ,.and actainto 
fach perfection in it as lean; ch ough it be nor fo great in prefent 
profit, as I would, ior want of ftock fuiticient, or, as I know, it 
will afford in betrer cimes ; for how know I wherher I fhall live 
ro fee more fecled rime: > and if God fhould pleafe co call me be- 
fore by triall, more chen private and good wirnefie of that trialf 
L have, lec the World know ; ar leaft che greac benefic from hence 
arifing, chen would die with me, nor the lealt nor work Jnvengi- 
on this Age hath known or tafted of, | , 

Secondly my defire: being chiefly for che Publike good ( though 
that cannot, sor will not juftlyexc'ude my private benefir, but 
rather advance it ) 1 muft and will to the urtermoft of: my power 
feek the advancement of that Pablike geod, in the proipericy. of 
this defigne. | 

Thirdly , if chere fhonid be adearth as hath been in former 
years ; in the want of all provifions, but of Corneipecially ; (for 
if you take notice, you fhall never read of , nor ever hear of a

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Fourthly , whether atchis time, or at what other time foever, 
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oa right underftanding ; 
and foto a lefle interrupted peace ; thenif I thal! prefent this 
work and finde acceptance, how Great ax uavantage and Comfort

dare boldly affirme (as being able to make it appear to every ra.

Laftly, I defire cherefore that men.willlooke upon this Pro- 
pofition, with fach eyes as becomes fober men, <nd lovers of 
their ( ewntries profperity. And J befeech God inftru@ the hearts 
of fome honelt,ingenuous and faithfull men or focieties of men, 
to yoyne in fo good a work ,.fo muchconducing to the glory of 
God, the increafe of honour, wealch and happinefle to the 
Publike , andfomuch, and fo foone , totheir own private ad- 
vantage ; Not forgetting what an infinite increafe of honour 
and wealth King Hexry the Seventh loft or milt,by diftrufting and 
refufing the Offer of Chriftopher Columbus. And though I will 
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met compare this in value to that; yet Imay boldly fay, chat 
this may be mere advantageous to the communalty, and every 
way more immediately proper and neceffary for this Common.
